Siruc  of  the  Nation  con/idered;  ex  trailed  from  a  pamphlet 
jzifi  publijhed  under  that  namCy  by  a  late  able  Minifter* 

THIS  writer  begins  with  defcriMng  the  Atuation  of  Great 
ih  itain  at  the  clofe  of  thclaftwar;  and  obferves,  that 
tlie  number  of  BrliWh  fliips  employed  in  what  is  called  the 
curving  trade,  annually  arrivLig  in  our  ports,  was  reducedl 
1756  liiil,  containing  92,559  tons,  on  a  medium  of  the  iht 
war,  compared  with  the  fix  years  peace  preceding  it; 
‘'iivl  that  the  number  of  foreign  fitips  employed  in  the  tran& 
]^»rtition  of  our  merchandize,  and 'the  carrying  trade,  had  in^ 
(re^.lrcl  863  fail,  tontaining  85,078  tons. 

"flic  Ihips  remaining  to^Great  Britain  were,  in  great  partj^ 
maimed  by  foreign  feamen,  who,  when  peace  came,  would 
return  to  their  own,  or  other  countries,  and  carry  with  thecDt 
ilm  prolits  of  our  trade,  and  our  (kill  in  navigating  our  (hips.  ^ 
T  he  public  debt,  he  remarks,  at  the  elofe  of  the  war,  HM 
mourned  to  148,577,618!.  was  necelTarily  to  be  extracted 
irom  the  trade  and  people  of  this  country. 

‘‘  Such  part  of  this  heavy  burden  (fays  he)  as  falls  upon  our 
nrr’dicers  and  mariners,  fiiper-added  to  all  former  unpofitions^ 
malt  eirluT  fink  them  to  poverty,  and  thence  force  them  into 

increase  of  wait 


fucigii  fcrvice,  or  oblige  them  to  demand  an*  increafe  of  wai^ 
J^cs,  which  mu(l  advance  the  price  of  our  freights;  and, 'ill 
cuher  calc,  our  carrying  trade  cannot  be  recovered.  Th# 
luls  of  our  carrying  trade  mud  be  fidlowed  by  the  decay  of 
lint  of  fiiip  building,  and  the  emigration  of  our  rood  valuable 
ariiticcrs.  A  dimliiutiou  of  our  revenue ,  from  confiimptitMl 
mutl  attend  the  lofs  of  (b  many  (camcn  and  artificers,  and  the 
'vh  ')lc  value  of  ail  their  labours  mud  be  taken  out  of  the 
1^ nee  in  favour  of  tlib  country,  and  thrown  into  the  (cale  01 
other  nations,  perhaps  into  that  of  our  rival.  Effect  ecpitol^ 
ruinous  mud  be  produced  by  the  increale  of  taxes  upon  .000 
manufactures:  heavy  taxes,  aud  ios  wages ♦Jlinft4Ai3ce  iBh 
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xnanufa&urer  to  feek  a  cheaper  country,  and  with  him  dcf  I 
parts  the  manufacture :  increafing  his  wages  mud  raife  the  I 
price  of  the  manufacture,  and  diminilb  its  confuinption  at  I 
home,  and  Icden  the  demand  for  it  from  abroad.  In  cither  I 
cafe  the  nation  lofes  its  trade,  and  with  that  its  people,  and  I 
the  public  revenue  moulders  away  of  courfe.  If  our  rival  na-  I 
tion  were  in  the  fame  circumdancc»  with  ourlelves,  the  aug-  I 
Ttlentation  of  our ‘taxes  would  produce  no  ill  confequences:  if  I 
we  were  obliged  to  raife  our  prices,  they  mud,  from  the  fame  I 
caufes,  do  the  like,  and  could  tak«  no  advantage  by  underfeU  I 
ling  and  underworking  us..  But  the  alarming  confideration  to  ' 

{ireat  Britain  is,  that  prance  is  not  in  the  fame  condition, 
fer  didredes,  during  the  war,  wCre  great,  but  they  were  hn» 
mediate  :  her  want  of  credit  compelled  her  to  impoverifii  her 
people,  by  raifing  the  greated  pari  of  her  fupplics  within  the  1 
year ;  but  the  burdens  Iht  iinpofed  on  them  were,  in  a  great  j 
mcafure,  temporary,  and  mud  be  greatly  diniiniliied  by  a  few 
years  of  peace.  She  could  ^procure  no  confiderable  loans ;  ^ 
therefore  Ihe  has  mortgaged  no-  fuch  opprefiivc  taxes  as  thofe 
Great -Britain  has  impofed  in  perpetuity  for  payment  of  iii- 
tered.  Peace  mud,  therefore,  foon  re-edablidi  her  commerce 
and  manufactures,  cfpecially  ns  the  comparative  lightnefs  of 
Caxes,  and  cbeapnefs  of  living,  In  that  country,  mud  make 
France  an  alylum  lor  Britifh  manufai^turers  and  artificers;  and 
tiic  fame  caufes  which  will  thus  ferve  to  increafe  her  fliif  s 
and  commodities,  and  to  reduce  thofc  of  England,  mud  alfo 
give  her  the  tranfportation  of  ull  foreign  commodities  from 
oar  nation  to  another.  Thefc  are  cemfiderations  which  ought 
<»  fill  every  Britilh  fubjeet  with -apprehenfions  for  the  falety 
bf  his  country,  and  the  independence  the  date  :  that  fhakes 
all  our  fecurii  ies,  and  fully  inanifeds  that  the  mifehiefs  of  fo 
expenfive  a  war,  are  not  to  be  -counterbalanced  by  the  rood 
brilliant  fuccefles.  But  it  is  dill  further  to  be  confidered,  that 
fthc  real  balance  of  our  trade  with  all  the  world  cannot  be  efi 
adulated  ib  high  as  two  millions  and  a  half.  That  the  intereft 
of  tlie  debt  due  -  to  foreigners  ambimts  to  1/560, bool,  which 
wild  be  paid  ejnt  of  the  profits*  bf  our  trade :  fhould,  tben^ 
‘•ur*  foreign  «trade  decay,  (b  as  to  red  nee  our  balance  under 
n  ,'560,000!.  a  continual  export  of  fpetie  mud  follow  to  make 
mp  the  deficiency ;  the  decrenfe  of  our  fpecie  mud  (bon  alarm 
*thei|>ublic  creditor*,  and  terrify  tbedlTuers  of  paper  bill*  from 
•making  further  emillions ;  many  fellers  out  of  our  funds,  and 
*ifcw  - to  porch efip,  mud  -loon  depreciate  our  public,  fecarities| 
^4nd,  the  merchants  finding  none*  to  difeount  their  bills,  prt* 
'wate  and  public  bankruptcy  mud  be  the*  dreadful  ctmiecjuence* 
<ro  wind  up'Oar-a^prehMfioHs'fo^tiie'hiigheft  aknoi  n  need 
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•nlv  be  added,  that  peace  has  lately  been  concluded.  Upojn^ 
terms  humiliating  to  the  wo  branches  of  the  houff  of  Bourboni 
that  a  conic ieiitio us  regard  to  good  faith  has  feldom  flood  ixS 
the  way  of  powrtrful  Hates  to  oppofe  their  laying  hold  of  a  fa* 
vourablc  occafiou  for  feizing  upon  the,  territories  of  other,  nai 
tions,  or  breaking  the  power  of  a  competitor;  defeats  which 
have  expofed  their  weaknefs,  and  conceilions  which  have  irrl? 
tatcd  their  pride,  will  not  furely  lefs  difpofe  them  to  attend 
to  the  dictates  of  policy  and  ambition^  or  give  flreneth  to  th^ 
treaty  to  withpld  them  from  taking  advantage  of  the  calamia 


treaty  to  withpld  them  from  taking  advantage  of  the  calamia 
ties  of  England,  and  attacking  her  in  the  ^ight  of  her  difS 

treA.  ^  ^ 

“  Such  are  the  dangers  Great  Britam  (lands  expofed  to,  and 
ii\  to  avoid  one  part  of  them,  it  Ihoiild  be  propofed  to  take  otf 
fjine  of  our  moil  burdenfome  taxes,  theredudlion  of  the 
uuc  would  alarm  the  public  creditors,  and  accelerate  the  miO 
chiefs  intended  to  be  prevented.  If  the  nation^  exj^enc^  be 
reduced  by  dilbanding  troops,  fuffJsring  the  navy  to  rot  in  bar* 
hour  for  want  of  repairs  and  mariners,  dlfmantUng  fortrelBcsI 
or  fad^ering  magazines  to  be  exhauHed;  or  fhould  the  colonies 
be  left  without  protection,  and  a  force  fufScien^  to  fccujr^  ihrf 
fidelity  of  our  new  fubjects;  thb  would  only  be  to  invite  hojt 
tility,  and  expofe  the  nation  to  infult,  perhaps  deflruction^ 
Prefent  fafety  cannot  be  had  without  an  expenlive  pet^cc  efla* 
blilliment,  and  an  expenfive  peace  cHablinimeUt  prevents  rtHcf 
from  taxes,  or  redudtion  of  debt.  When  fuch  a  choice  ot 
difTiculties  prefent  the;nfelvcs,  it  reejuires  the  collective  wifi 
dom  of  the  nation  to  fix  upon  nieafures  which  fh^ll  give  bpt]^ 
prefent  fecurity  and  future  profperity.  Meafures,  not  the 
mere  dictates  of  an  adminiflration,  propofed  only  to.  ferve  i 
turn,  to  prevent  clamour  againfl  thctnlelves,  or  to  throw  blame 
upon  their  adverfaries;  but  permanent  and  extcnHvc,  (hch  aS 
the  King  and  parliament  fliall  make  their  own,  and  (upport 
ill  all  revolutions  of  minillry,  and  attend  their  operation  witl^ 
the  fame  firmnels  and  'anxiety  as  they  would  guard  their  owjl 
lights,  or  preferve  the  conflitution  from  violatipn.  As  repu¬ 
tation  for  ftrength  gives  (ecurity  from  aflaults,  the  militai^ 
peace  cflabli/hment  mull  be  refpedlable.  As  reputation  fot 
integrity  begets  wealth,  the  public  revenue  mull  not  ^  rci 
duced,  but  as  the  payment  of  debts  makes  way  for  it.  Ouf 
own  ftricH  adherence  to  the  (pirit  of  the  treaty,  gives  us  tbd 
bcfl  title  to  rcauire  the  due  obfervance  ol  it  from  the  nthei 
parties,  and  a  farm  demand  of  reparation,  for  fmall  infradljons, 
is  the  likeliefl  means  of  preventing  more  mateml  violatiops* 
The  more  equally  the  burdens  of  the  (late  arc  diilribulcd  ^ 
pong  its  members^  in  jproportion  to  their  comparative  firengtlr,

Such  being  our  cafe^  it  is* not  to  be'  wondered  at,  that  mpt 
coined' fpecie  is  every  day  decyeafing,  |tnd  that  the  price 
bullion  advances  ;  and,  (hould  the  halaxiieripf  our  trade' begi 
to  leflen,  we^cannot  long  expe<5t  to  have  ibecie  to  pay  our  fo^ 
reign  creditors,  or  any  thing  but  paper  bills  to  cany  on  onr 
trade  with  at  home.  A  fituation  to  which  we  fern  to  ap¬ 
proach  with  carelels  (peed,  unfufpicious  of  the  coniequ 
?nd  unfefifibliC  of  the  calamities  which  hang  over  os.  A

.  I  have  not  ma^  (his  diiplay  pf^tne  nathml’s  difficult 
expofe  her  councils  lio  the  ridicule  hf  foreign  ftates,  or  p 
9  vanqui/hed  enemy  to  iufult  her  ;  ppr  have  I  doiik  it  to  _ 
the  people’s  r^e  againfl  their  gdiremors,  or  ^benl 
defjxindency  01  the  public  Welfare*  But  I 
yiew  of  the  condition  of  Great  Brifoin,  might  be*  a 
calling  up  the  public  attention  to  0909, 
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^fcty  and  dignity.  Her  cafe  is,  thank'God,  far  from  defpe. 
i»te,  nor  are  her  circuindances  irretrievable.  1  truft  it  is  in 
the  power  of  the  king  and  parliament  to  concert  meafures 
and  to  find  men  capable  of  carrying  them  into  execution  with 
wlfdom  and  perfcvcrance,  tliat,  perhaps,  in  the  coarfe  of  the 
prefent  parlitinent,  will  render  the  nation  both  happy  at 
Imiue,  and  refpeded  abroad,  formidable  in  war,  and  fiourilh- 
ijig  iii  i>eace.  To  contribute  iny  mite  to  the  public  fervicc,  I 
iljaU  now  proceed  to  point  out  what,  in  my  poor  opinion,  can, 
and  ought  to  be  done  for  extricating  the  nation  out  of  its  dif. 
ficulties.  The  plan  has,  indeed,  been  already  formed,  and 
lite  outline  drawn  by  the  adminiliration*  of  1 764  :  I  lhall  only 
attempt  to  fiU  up  the  void  or  obliterated  parts,  and  trace  its 
operation.

fj(»n  rcafe  to  be  necefliiry,  as  the  ferviccs  will  be  compleated. 
On  all  tluTe  accounts,  we  may  furely  ^xnture  to  reduce  thl^ 
^landing  expentes  of  the  cllimate  to  3,300,000  1.  of  which 
i:;  vnrds  of  300,000!.  will  be  for  tlic  plantation  fi?rvice*; 
rmi  tiiat  fum,  I  hope,  the  people  of  Ireland  and  the  colonies 
might  he  induced  to  take  off  Great  Britein,  and  defray  be* 
t  rrn  them,  in  the  proportion  of  2oo,occl.  by  the  colonies;

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,  \ras  never  likely  to  inherit  any  part  of  his  finall  eflate,  he  Wa 
gall  to  think  of  putting  me  into  (bme  way  of  doing  for 
and  with  this  view  I  was  foon  after  articled  to  an  altome)  in 
l>ublin.  The  city  was  quite  new  to  nie,  and  I  was  quickly 
lihgled  out  by  a  knot  of  young  fellows,  who  lielpcd  me  to 
£]uander  away  my  little  allowance,  and  initiated  me  into  a 
inore  agreeable  method  of  (pending  my  time,  than  in  copying 
writs,  ingrofling  deeds,  and  making  long  bills  for  our  culloin. 
•crs.  By  thefe  means  I  contracted  fuch  a  thorough  averfion 
to  the  ufe  of  my  pen,  that  in  lefs  than  three  months  time  I 
ran  away  from  my  mafter,  and  gave  m ;  felf  up  entirely  to  my 
new  companions,  hiding  mj  felf  in  the  day-time,  and  fcouring 
the  city  all  nigl?t.  In  this  way  of  life,  I  ftHui  contracted 
more  debts  than  I  was  able  to  difeharge  ;  and  being  befides 
taken  notice  of  for  foine  new  mifJemeanors,  and  breaches  of 
the  peace,  I  had  no  other  alternative,  but  to  ferve  his  Majc. 
Ay,  or  go  inftantly  to  goal  ;  I  chofe  the  former,  as  the  lead 
evil  of  the  two,  and  inliAed  my  felf  into  a  marching  regiment, 
with  which  in  a  few  weeks  after  I  was  (liipped  for  Geniiany, 
without  ever  acquainting  my  father  with  this  change  in  my 
‘Atuatum,  a  id  of  my  having  laid  down  the  quill  for  the  more 
lionoiirable  profedion  of  the  fword.  *- 

I  will  not  detain  you  with  a  relation  of  my  military  adven- 
tnres,  of  what  J  fuffered  and  aichioved  during  a  five  years  for- 
vice  :  it  is  enough  to  telhyou,  that  upon  concluding  the  fa¬ 
mous  treaty  at  Utrecht  in  1713,  vve  were  fent  home  and  dif- 
banded,  and  thus  I  became  once  more  my  own  mafter.*  A 
wandering  genius,  and  a  defire  of  feeing  foinething  more  of 
.the  world,  brought  me  to  this  metropolis,  which  took  my  fan¬ 
cy  fo  much,  that  J  began  to  think  of  ending  my  travels,  and 
taking  up  my  abode  here,  provided  I  could  meet  with  any 
employment  that  would  keep  me  friun  fiarvirg.  While  I 
v'ns  hufied  in  thefe  thoughts,  fortune  threw  in  my  way  a  tall 
Cciuler  perfonage  of  the  age  of  fifty,  w  ith  a  meagre  arpe<^,  an 
rid  campaign  w'ig,  and  a  coat  that  feemed  to  have  been  made 
for  him  before  he  w  as  full  growm^  and  to  have  been  worn  by 
'him  ever  fince  ;  care  and  contemplation  w'ere’feated ‘iipwi  btf 
brow,  and  it  was  not  ca(y  to  lay,  whether  his  Icanncfs  ^olc 
from  poverty  or  hard  ftudy ;  and  he  appeared  in  roy  eyes  to 
be  notliifig  lefs  than  an  almanack-maker,  or  an  alcliymift,  who 
was  mailer  of  the  fecrcts  of  nature,  and  dived  into  the  hook 
of  futurity  to  learn  his  owm  and  other  people's  fortunes  :  I 
Judged  him  a  very  fit  pcifon  to  confult  lyirh^ip  this  emergen^ 
,cy,  and  one  who  w’a's  likely  to  (leer  me  out  of  this  (ea  of  trou¬ 
bles,  into  the  port  of  plenty  and  good  fortune.  Addreffirtg 
,i»ylcU*  therefore  to  him  in  a  very  fubmiffiveilrain;  and  bribiiig 
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tis  i)fiievoleiKe  with  a  pot  of  .ftr«ng  beer,,  which  feemed  to 
re!  IX  lonieiliing  of  the  feverity  of  his  features,  I  ventured  tQ 
liv  before  him  the  date  of  my  aifairs,  and  confult  him  upon 
luiwe  plan  of  operation.  •  * 

“  Young  niaii,’^  faid  he,  I  can  point  out  to  you  the  path 
ro:  only  to  fubliilcnce,  but  renown.  I'difcern  your  qualiiica# 
ill  your  countenance,. and  venture  to  predidf,  that  yoi| 
ivilloiie  day  ilaiid  the  firemod  in  the  rank  of  modem  authors*. 
Jb)  ou  can  bat  read  and  write,  your  way  to  gloiy  is  eafy  and 
e.xpetiiiious/’  Thanks  to  my  parents, faid  I,  **  I  am  per** 
fect  enough  in  both  thefe  accoropliflinients,  if  they  arc  tho 
o;i(s  whic  h  are  neceflary  to  ftich  an  cinplpyment.^^  Know/^ 
he  ie]>Iied,  that  I  am  an  author  by  profellloii,  not  hindntofli 
hi  tlje  lids  of  fame,  though  1  fet  out  with  no  greater  funii^ 
ture  than  what  I  juil  now  mentioned  ;  lor  you  mud  learn,  that 
as  liirre  is  notiii.ig  new  under  the  fun,  lb  the  art  of  writing! 
noa'  a-days  is  no  more  than  the  art  of  laying  over  again  what 
hath  been  faid  a  thoufand  times  already  5  nothing  therefore  is 
re  jiiiilte  to  an  author  of  the  prefent  day  but  boldnefs  in  trao* 
f  .i'iing  from  thole  who  have  gone  before  him,  and  a  little 
(JextTit/  In  ap  jlyi  ig  vliat  they  h;|ve  vrote,  to  his  own  time^ 
an  i  file  fiibjeot  which  he  hath  in  hand.'^  r 

I  was  firnlihcd  vith  a  native  dock  of  impudence,  which  £ 
hid  not  run  out  during  my  day. in  the  arm^  ;  and  as  I  had 
h'lrncd  ('.)  cafy  a  method  of  turning  it  to  account,  I  made  no 
iituliy  jif  emhracing  the  propofal.  1  kept  dole  to  my  ttt^ 
tjr,  who  treated  me  vvith  great  unreleivedncfs  and  good  na« 

*  i-e.  Under  his  iiidructions  X  made  conliderable  improvements 
in  a  very  I'iiort  lime,  and  was  initiated  into  all  the  mydcrics 
auiiioWhij).  With  a  let  of  news-papers,  an  old  gazetteer^ 
a  lo'v  art  »>f  poetry,  an  Kngliili  dictionary,  and  a  pttndle  0$ 
^h:y  paiujjhlets,  procured  at  very  eafy  rates,  I  entered  upoiS 
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that  the  patriot  was  tiiade  for  the  penAon,  and  the  penfion  fof  I 
the  patriot.  '"  I 

i  M)  firlt  attempts  were  in  vcrfe,  which  fucceeded  tolerably  I 
for  a  youg  beginner ;  complaints  of  cruel  tnilirclTes,  fatircs  u*  I 
po^i  the  Inconitancy  of  the  fex»  and  all  thofe  unmeaning  topics  I 
which  fvvarm  in  every  poetical  mifcellany,  paid  the  rent  of  I 
my  garret  through  the  winter/ and  helped  me  to  a  comforu  I 
able  livelihood  into  the  bargain :  but  growing  too  adventurous,  I 
and  flaring  above  myfelf,  I’met  at  length  with  a  fall.  A  fei  I 
of  pailorals^  which  my  bookfeller  abfulutely  refuled  to  meddle 
with,  lay  upon  iiiy  hands  abpve  three  months,  and  almoft  redu¬ 
ced  me  to  death’s  door  before  I  could  meet  with  a  pufchal'er; 
this  unlucky  accident  put  me  out  of  humour  with  the  mufes, 
end  made  me  determine  to  try  my  talent  at  plain  profe. 
r  H  iving  it  hinted  to  me  by  two  or  three  of  the  trade,  that, 
in  the  prefent  dearth  of  news,  a  volume  or  two  of  travels 
might  take  with  the  public,  I  offered  them  my  fervke  to  go 
to  any  pai  t  of  the  world  which  they  would  chufe.  They 
ieeined  to  think,  that  the  tour  of  the  ead  would  be  as  profit¬ 
able  a  one  as  any  1  could  make;  and  being  furni/lied  with 
books,  and  other  ncceffary  iuftruments,  I  iiiiifhed  my  travels 
through  Egypt,  Syria,  and  the  Holy  Land,  in  lels  than  a 
month’s'  time,  w  ithout  (lining  oat  of  my  garret,  and  they 
were  immediately  publifhed  in  three  neat  pocket  volumes. 

The  tafte  of  the  age  being  pretty  much  turned  for  intrigue 
and  gallantry,  I  was  next  engaged  in  writing  fecret  hidorics, 
memoirs  of  the  court  of  — ,  and  adventures  of  rakes'  and 
ladies  of  quality.  It  would  be  tedious  to  recount  the  feveral 
ftages  and  revoliitioni  of'my  art,  in  which  I  was  a  mere  Pro¬ 
teus,  every  thing  by  turns,  but  nothing  long:  if  1  excelled  in 
kny  one  branch  of  feience  more  than  another,  it  w'as  in  politics. 
This  was  my  mader-piece;  and,  vanity  apart,  I  believe  1  went 
beyond  all  who  have  gone  before  me,  or  (hall  come  after  me. 

«  In  matters  of  government  I  was  like  the  Academics,  who 
you  Know  were  a  let  of  philofophers,  that  maintained'  both 
$des  of  a  fydem  with  great  fluency,  and  believed  one  as  much 
as  the  other.  I  had  no  opinions  of  my  own,  but  could  i^rite 
End  difputc-for  any  which  happened  to  be  in  vogue.  1  took  care 
€0  have  by  me  a  ready  dock  of  panegyiics  u]>on  mbiidtsk  in 
place,  and  invectives  agaiiid  thoie  that  went  out;  for  1  baVe 
cbl'erved,  that  all  men  in  oflice  have*  nearly  the  fame  good 
qualities,  and  thofe  who  are  out  the  fame  bad  ones.  1  have 
yrrote  for  and  againd  continental  connei^tions  vrithin  the 
month,  and  with  great  applaufe.  I  have  demondrated  the 
siivine  ortgiital  of  monarchy  in  one  pamphlet,  and  in  the  next 
ederted  the  rights  of  his  people*  1  have  (hewn  (hftt 
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be  fifty  millions  in  debt  \rithout  being  bankrapts;  and  ^ 
pan  tlie  rife  of  ftocks,  have  made  out  as  clearly,  that  the  dan^ 
ger  of  ftraiaiag  oar  public  credit  was  a  mere  iidUon*  1  have 
proved  iiicoiitedibly,  that  the  EngHAi  nation  was  upon  the 
bl  ink  of  ruin  in  a  wet  fpring,.  and  have  hailed  them  eoni^ueroi^ 
of  the  world  before  autumn, 

l:i  the  year  1 745, 1  compofcd  au  elaborate  defenep  of  here** 
diiary  right;  but  things  taldog  a  different  turn  to  what  wait 
f'lptctcd,  1  publilhed  the  iatne  piece,  after  having  undergdnil 
iieceifiry  alterations,  as  a  panc^ric  upon  the  Aet  qjr 
S  ttlenicnt,  and  the  glorious  Revolutionf  Thus  diligentlf’ 
(lid  1  ohferve  the  times  and  the  fea(bnt:  for  it  U  the  grand 
f  aec  with  us  political  writers,  and  I  have  never  known  it  t^ 
fii!  offuccefs:  it  is  the  only  i^alUble  way  to  guide  the  vole# 
of  the  nation,  and  be  quoted  with  applaufe  in  all  taverns  and 
cotfec-houles.  1  wrote  for  the  people;  1  ffudied  every  look^ 
fr.iture,  and  cad  of  their  eye,  traced  them  from  gay  t^ 
cloudy,  and  from  cloudy  to  gay;  collcAed  every  voiced  num* 
bored  their  nods,  winks,  and  ligniiicant  fhrugs,  and  laboured 
with  indefatigable  pains  to  catch,  drag  bom^,  to  my  garret^  an8 
draw  out  upon  paper  before  they  were  changed,  the  politioiqf 
the  minute.  iVlany  an  b^lf^bnidied  piece  hath  been  thrown 
alide,  many  an  embryo  and  (hapelels  conceit  been  fuppreffeg 
upon  a  fudden  change  of  the  wind,  or  an  unexpe^d  expreA 
from  abroad.  My  Works,  if  they  were  in  being,  when  coi% 
pared  with  their  dates,  would  fpeak  for  me  how  well  I  had 
calculated  them  for  the  day;  but,  alasl  poor  works!  bom  i& 
an  unlucky  hour,  fated  to  floutilh  one  d^.  and  fink  the  next* , 

How  hard  is  the  lot  of  modem  performances  I  inftead 
being  a  match  for  the  thunder*bolts  of  Jupiter,  the  devoi^f 
ing  flame,  the  edge  of  the  f>Vord,  the  maw  of  time,  or  bailiff 
more  durable  thanbrafs,  the  boaft  of  ancient  bards!  1(fuch  fliifily 
materials  as  ours  were  never  contrived  ^  to  turn  a  bullet),  th^ 
arc  driven  away  with  the  wind,  drowned  in  the  jakes,  and

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which  I  am  vety  feiifible  can  be  but  few,'  they  have,  every  fifcrj 
6f  them,  been  at  work  for  the'p^'Iic  good. 

I  have  ruined  my  health,  waded  my  fpirits,  and  exhatdled 
my  little  dock  of  wit  in  the  fervice  of  liiy  country.  I  now  be* 
gin  to  find  mylelf  abfolutely  unfit  for  liurincfs,  and  having  fat 
for  near  fifty, years  at  the  hehn^of  politics  and  literature,  1  am 
obliged  to  quit  the  fhip  ivhith  I  am  no  longer  able  to  fleer. 
1  will  now  withdraw  into  a  port  offifety,  where  I  hope  to  en! 
Joy  a  calm  old  age,  to  wafli  my  hands  of  this  world,  and  pre¬ 
pare  for  another.  THoujrh'I  richly  deferve  a  penfon  for  my 
lignal  feryices  to  thofe  kingdoms,  I  fltall  content  my  ft  If  with  a 
lefs  invidious  provifion  for  liiy  declining  years^  by  way  of  fubl 
feription  to  a  work  ‘which  I  fhall  give  fome  account  of  below* 
I'fhould  not  have  troubled  you  in  this  manner,  but  that  my 
bpokfellcr,  who  had  engaged  to  print  it  as  a  work  of  a  fociety 
of  gentlemen,  which  at  prefent  is  the  fafhionable  way  of  re- 
commending  a  bulky  performance,  upon  fume  little  quarrel 
fifing  between  us  about  the  profits,*  pofitively  refufed  to  hav^ 
tny  thing  to  do  with  it.

Of  the  infinite  power  of  God,  if  he  could  not^* 
from  eternity,  fix  every  event,  unalterably,  with  refpetft  to 

his  (Features  - It  is  to  this  laft  article,  with  refpeeft  to 

the  infinite  power  of  God,  as  your  correfpondent  has  here  ex*, 
prelfcd  himfelf,  that  1  am  to  confine  my  remarks. 

Xuw,  from  tliis  query  of  his,  I  apprehend  it  will  not  be  do- 
him  any  injuflice,  nor  drawing  a  falfe  inference,  to  con- 
(lucle,  that  it  is  his  own  pofitive  belief,.tbai  God,  by  virtue  of 
his  infinite  ]>ow'er,  haSy  from  eternity^  fixed  every  events  un^ 
oltcrcMyy  v/ith  refpeCi  to  his  creatures  ;  at  leaf!,  I  fliall  take 
the  treedom  to  argue  with  him  upon  this  fuppofition,  till  he 
fet  me  right,  if  1  have  mifinterpreted  his  meaning.— If  this 
then  be  the  cafe,  it  mufl,‘  agreeable  to  this  dtx^lrine,  nccefla- 
rdy  fnllow,  that  God  has  unalterably  fixed  every  fin,  that  ei. 

I  her  has  been,  or  fhall  be  committed  by  his  creatures,  from 
the  beginning  of  time  to  the  end  of  the  w  orld,  as  unqueftion. 
ably  fin  mull  be  comprehended  under  the  word  events ,  as 
''ell  as  virtuous  actions— An  aflerdon,  that  makes  me  fliudder 
With  horror  when  I  commit  it  to  writing,  to  imagine,  that 
a  God  of  infinite  purity,  holinefs  and  g<x>dwefs,  can  be,  in  ai  y 
*neafiu:e,  acceflary  to,  or,  in  any  poflible  fenfe,  the  author  of 
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^ble  to  what  he  has  revealed  of  himfelf  in  the  facred  wrifengs, 
ipuft  and  %vill  allow,  that  God  can  do  every  thing,  that  hpoi, 
(Jble  to  be  done,  both  in  heaven  and  earth:  But  thcic  it  «ic 
thing  (with  reverence  be  it  fpoken)  that  even  omni[K>tence  iu 

fplf  cannot  do - God  cannot  deny  or  contradkl  himlclf  ^  if 

he  could,  it  would  be  rather  an  imperfection  than  any  pcr% 
teeflion  peculiar  to  the  deity;  becaufe  he  behoved  tliereby  to 
annihilate,  in  a  manner,  his  truth  and  veracity,  and  deitroy 
Ills  beloved  attribute  of  mercy..  But,  if  God  Has  unalurahly 
decreed,  or  determined  every  event  with  refpe^  to  hU 
creatures,  to  what  purpofe,  let  me  alk  your  correfpondeat,. 
are  thefe  very  many  texts  of  feripture,  wherein  God  has  faid, 
(md  in  (bme  of  them' has  beenpleafed  to  declare,  even  with 
tltc  lolcmnity  of  au  oath),  that  he  has  no  pleafure  in  the  death 
oj  the  'ivicked ;  but  r ether  that  Jye  flmuld  turn  from  hisivicked* 
refs  and  live ;  that  fefus  Chrijl  came  into  the  veorld  to  favc, 
Jiriners;  and  that  he  came  not  to'  call  the  righteous,  hut  finners 
to  repentance  ;  with  many  other  texts  to  the  fame  purpofe,  as 
ilicy  are  quoted  at  length  by  Dr  Harwood  in  his  fentiments  on 
the  tloiili  iiie  of  predeftination?  Anti-Arminius,  if  he  is 
jljlen:  with  himfelf,  (for  the  want  of  which  conftjiency  he 
very  freely  blames  the  Doclor),  will  certainly  fay,  that  God, 
by  his  almighty  power,  has  lixed  and  d<^crtcd  their  repcii- 
^liite,  as  well  as  the  fins  they  have  committed,  (inte  repeat* 
ance  mull  undoubtedly  be  included  in  the  nuii’ber  of  thole 
events  which  have  a  refpec'l  to  his  creatures,  Vvho  are  daily 
c:^;nmittiug  fin,  and  fo  come  under  the  hece/lity  of  repentance; 
li'iliis  then  is  the  cafe,  he  mud  allow,  that  their  repentance  iii 
not  properly  their  own  deed,  hut  is  only  in  ccnfcqucncc  of  thef 
divine  decree,  unalterably  fixing  that  evert ;  and  yet  God  has 
iiethred,  that  he  w  ill  accept  of  the  repentance  of  a  hnnei,  if 
I'C  tinccrc, 'through  the  xiierits  of  his  LlelTcd  Son,  and  w  ijl, 
f  jr  his  fake,  account  the  pciiitent  as  righteoirs.— But,  if  God 
lus  dcirced  that  hxnie  fiiall  repent  of  their  fins,  and  that  o-? 
t’hfTH  fliall  not,  which  he  muft  be  fiippofeJ  to  have  done,  if  ho 
]x»4  >  unalterally  fixed  every  evesit,  then  it  would  be  as  intpolfiblq, 
f;r  thofe  whom  he  has  deereed  fliall  not  repeitt,  to  diuover. 
ihc  lead  degree  of  fbrrow  for  their  fin,  and,  cf  ccnffquencc,  to 
bi*  ciuitlcd  to  pardon,  as  it  would  fur^tUcin  toralic  thcnifelvef 
tip  lo  heaven  by  their  own  power,  and  in  oppofitlon  to  his  wiU|. 
It'',  in  that  e.ife,  nothing  could  be  dene  without  his  divine  de-i 
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Jriw>nlvto  fiich  voluntary  repentance^  t)iat  aiw  reward  ii 
pr;.ulfe j  ia  fcriptiife,  throQgh  Themerits^  a  Tnicined  Saviour); 
fj  let  aik,  might  not  the  other,  coqriRent  with. the 
doctnae,  h:ivc  fotne  colour  of  plea  to  offer  for  thcmlclvcs  at. 
the  i!av  ofjatlgment,  ih  that  they  could  not  pofGbly  repent  of 
thfirlras  bccaufe'God  had  decreed  the  contrary,  having  un^ 
sitinihlv  fixed  every  event?  And  let  me  further  aik,  would 
not  facii  a  plea  (Irongly  refle<ft  upon  the  equity  aud  juftice  of 
the  procceJiags  of  that  aw^ful  day,  and  take  away  a  great  part 
{A  rhe  panilhuicnt  that  will  then  opprefs  the  unhappy  finnerji 
anJ  which  will,  no  doubt,  arilb  in  their  breads  from  their 
fclfcanvk^ijii  and  felf-condem nation,  and  from  their  bein^ 
rhfii  forced  to  atJknowledge,  before  men  and  angels,  that  it 
was  owiiig  entirely  to  theiniclves  that  they  had  miffed  eternal- 
happuiefs,  and  were  to  be  condemned  to  *  fuffer  everlalting 
iniury;  and  that  God  had  done  infinitely  more  to  procure  foT 
them  an  eternity  of  life  and  glory,  than  they  could  have  con# 
reived  polfiMe  to  have  been  done,  had  not  Cjod  revealed  th^^ 
i^carnalion,  death  and  fufferlng  of  his  bleffed  Son,  for  thef 
icdenipt ion  of  mankind?  I  am  aware,  it  may  be  retorted,  in 
oppofition  to  all  this,  that  we  fihd  it  declared  in  feripture^ 
that  God  may  do  what  he  will  with  his  own ;  and  Who  ast 
t'jviyOmtinf  that  repliejl  a^ainjl  God ? — But'  the  fame  facredP 
writings  direct  us  to  have  uich  fentiments  and  ideas  of  tho 
truth  and  jullice,  the  mercy  and  goodnefs  of  Aimighty  Cud^^ 
fi’  to  make  us  believe  it  impoflible,  that  he  can  ever  determine 
cr  decree  any  with  refpetfl  to  his  creatures, ^^that  b  incon< 

Cdent  with  thefe  his  cffential  attributes, 

I  fiiall  readily  allow,  that  finners  may  provoke  God  to  (ucl^ 
a  degree,  as  to  caufe  him  feal  them  up  in  tin4  impenitence^ 
and  render  it  impoifible  for  them  ever  to  repent.  Bu^ 
then,  agreeable  to  the  whole  tenor  and  exprcls  declaration  of 
the  fcripturcs,  this  docs  not  fcCm  to  be  done  bj  any  prior 
tree;  but  after  they  have' gone'  on  long  in  a  cdntinilcd  courftr 
ot  rebellion  againff  him,  and  after  he  has  often  caUed# 
have  refufed  to  anfver ;  as  in  the  jcafe  of  JRharaoh  and  other 
fuch  hardened  fintiers. 

As  I  am  unwdUing  to  tranlgrefs  the -bounds  aUowrd  in  yopS 
Paper  for  ireatifes  of  this  kind,  1  ffialj  here  conciude  this  effay^

diferedit  his  reputation  and  intereft,  which  at  that  time  were 
yery  good  ;  and  confcqucntly  would  refle<ft  ibme  difcrcdit[ 
dpon  .thenifelves.  However,  matters  caine  to  that  pafi,  from 
various  caufes,  .that  be  did  openly  preach  to  large  audiences^

row  point,  Wliat  is  it  that  will  favc  a  guilty  finner 
wrath  .\he  inftfting,  that  it  is  the  belief  of  the  fufrkiency  of 
thrift's  righte<^ufncfs  for  my  falvation,  without  any*  addition ) 
arid  all  other  religions,  either  rejecting  this  idtogctber, 
hing  fome  ad^tional  thing  neceffary  :  And  now  about  loyoo 
are  of  the  fame  mind  with  him,  w^ho  are  difperfed  into  fmall 
pieties,  through  various  places  of  the  Britilh  dominions.
